Negro Killed In 
Gun Fight Tuesday 


One negro is dead and an- 
other: seriously injured in the 
aftermath of a gun battle Tues- 
day night near a tavern in the 
negro section of South Bay. 

L. C. Slaughter, negro labor- 
er, died of wounds inflicted by 
James Clark with a .32 calibre 
pistol. 

County authorities who in- 
vestigated the incident said 
Slaughter, Clark and Jobn Sin- 
gleton were arguing in the 
tavern but were ordered to 
leave by the bar tender. They 
continued to argue outside near 
Singleton's car. 

Clark drew the pistol from 
the glove compartment of Sin- 
1gleton's car and fired at Slaugh- 
ter. Although fatally wounded, 
Slaughter managed to reach 
Clark and cause the gun to be 
discharged at Clark. Slaughter 
then fell dead. 

Clark was taken to Belle

Glades Buying Power 
Seen In Final Assay 
Of Money Spent Here 


„ More than $300,000 was spent 
among approximately 40 Belle 
Glade merchants during the six 
weeks spring promotional sales 
campaign, it was announced 
this week. 

Lee L. Smith. chairmàn of 
the spring sales campaign of 
the Belle Glade Chamber of 
Commerce released that fact 
this week in an aftermath state- 
ment concerning the campaign. 
"This figure for retail sales 
demonstrated vividly that there 
is definitely buying power in 
the Glades and it can be spent 
here. 

Purchases were made in 
stores representing every type 
of retail purchase. This was 
done, it should be pointed out, 
when low crop yields and poor 
crop conditions prevailed, Smith 
said. A definite tight money 
situation prevailed. 

Three times more tickets 
were ordered for distribution 
than was originally planned for. 
Had there been complete co- 
operation by every merchant, 
the results could have been 
even more staggering. 

Smith pointed out the ob- 
vious: There was more interest 
on the part of the ticket holders 
than was evidenced by most of 
the participating merchants who 
seemed to be content to allow 
a half dozen or so people do a 
great part of the work. 
Another obvious observation 
was that little capitalization 
on the spring drive was made 
from a sales or promotional 
angle among the merchants.

For Modern Pools 


The recreation bond issue 
money is now on deposit at 
Florida National Bank of Belle 
Glade following а business 
transaction this week by City 
Manager Clarence Robinson, 

Monday Robinson delivered 
200 revenue bonds with a face 
value of $1,000 to Florida Na- 
tional Bank and Trust Com- 
pany of West Palm Beach. The 
West Palm Beach bank in turn 
transferred a cashier's check to 
the local bank in the amount of 
$194,225. 

Robinson said the first item 
of business would now be to 
pay the fiscal agent, Sullivan, 
Nelson and Goss of West Palm 
Beach which would amount to 
about $3,500. 

The remainder of the money 
will be kept on hand in a rev- 
enue bond construction fund for 
the two swimming pools. 

This transaction climaxes 
over ten years of work by vari- 
ous individuals and organiza- 
tions to build a swimming pool 
here. 

Several groups became inter- 
ested over ten years ago during 
the administration of the late 
mayor, George A. Taylor, Some 
funds were collected and turn- 
ed over to the city. 

The money moved from fund 
to fund and was eventually 
swallowed up, but over three 
years ago another drive for à 
swimming pool began. 

Finally in June of 1955 when 
the Florida Power and Light 
franchise was signed by the 
city, the city council agreed to 
sell bonds to obtain the neces- 
sary funds and pledge certain 
refunds from FP&L as security. 
The $200,000 recreation bond 
issue was then carried out. Con- 
struction on the two city pools 
will begin shortly after April 
29 when bids for their construc- 
tion will be received.

World Mission Work 


“The first million dollars is 
the hardest? said Dr. John Ma- 
guire, Exetutive Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Florida Bap- 
tist Convention, when-notified 
by the business manager that 
$1,000,000 had been received for 
world missions through the con- 
vention's Cooperative Program 
for the current year. 

Receipt of the first million 
was announced when posting 
was completed for money re- 
ceived through April 9 this year. 
Last year this record was not 
achieved until May 7, or twenty 
days later. The budget for this 
year is $1,600,000 and the goal 
is $1,864,140. 

Maguire admits that the sec- 

ond million will probably not 
be given this year, but states 
that if the present percentage 
increase continues a two million 
year is not far away. The first 
year the convention ever re- 
ceived one million dollars for 
this program was 1952. 
The convention is made. up 
of 1,130 churches with nearly 
400,000 members. A goal of one 
church a week was set at the 
convention last year and rec- 
ords indicate that 29 new 
churches were organized during 
the first 23 weeks,of this con- 
vention year.

Growth Of Florida 


Florida gained more than 408 
new industrial plants during 
1956, Executive Director B. R. 
Fuller, Jr., of the state develop- 
ment commission reported this 
wkee. 

Lee L. Smith, manager of the 
Florida State Employment Ser- 
vice here, said the Glades and 
particularly Belle Glade stands 
to gain at least two of the new 
industries coming into the 
county this year, 

The county gained 14 new in- 
dustries last year! however, 
construction ín each case will 
take a number of months and 
it may be the middle of next 
year before the level of em- 
ployment reaches its peak. 

Smith said it is not anticipat- 
ed that their manpower needs 
will be much above 200 or 300 
persons. 

"The local Employment Ser- 
vice office stands ready to as- 
sist in the recruitment of skill- 
ed workers to fill the manpow- 
er demands," Smith said. 

"Some workers having the 
necessary skills will be drawn 
from our local areas and get- 
ting replacements for them will 
be a major job fot the FSES." 

The local office is now mak- 
ing plans to recruit personnel| 
from smaller citics not affected | 
by this great expansion of in- 
dustry in the state. 

The state development com-| 
mission's report also listed 33| 
major expansions during. thi 
year.

Last Train To Clewiston 


You аге mighty right, Mac, when you say it takes a long 
‘time to get anywhere, what with highway congestion, traffic 
lights and slow zones. I guess it is natural to be impatient to 
get where you are going. It was that way back in the days 
when all transportation in the Everglades was by boat. It 
seemed that no matter what kind of boat you were in, whether 
а farmer's launch, a fisherman's run boat or a scheduled passen- 
ger boat, they all ran at about the uniform speed of five or six 
miles an hour. Of course, if you asked, the owner would gen- 
erally brag that his boat could do seven in the canal and eight in 
the lake, Francis Cross ran a speedboat for Fingy Conners that 
could roar across the lake at 45 miles per hour, but aside from 
that six miles was about standard. When the railroads arrived 
at the lake we thought we would be able to get places in a 
hurry. What a disappointment my first train ride turned out 
to be. I could have made better time on a freight boat. 

This happened just before Christmas in 1924. Captain 
Hamp Holloway was constructing the first lake shore levee and 
the dredge was near Moore Haven. Hubie Boree and I had 
gotten permission from Cap to take a few days off and visit 
civilization. The launch took us to the city dock which adjoined 
the canal.locks at the old flat top cypress, and from there we 
walked to the Atlantic Coast Line Railway station. The train 
consisted of a small locomotive and two diminitive cars, the first 
car for express and the second a combination mail and passenger 
coach. The train pulled out about the middle of the morning 
and had hardly got out of town before its speed slowed to a brisk 
walk. The Glades had been suffering from one of their pérennial 
floods, and even at this late season the whole landscape was 
covered with water to a depth of a foot or two. The grade on 
which the tracks was laid had been made by dumping sand on 
top of the natural muck surface. Now both the sand grade and 
the underlying muck base had been waterlogged for months 
and the roadbed was spongy as a mattress, The train proceeded 
at snail's pace, rolling and rocking. After a few miles it stopped 
altogether. Peering curiously from the rear steps of the coach, 
we observed a work crew of negroes busily shoveling and tamp- 
ing wet sand under the ties. We proceeded only to be stopped 
several more times for similar track crews. 

As it was evident that it would be a considerable time be- 
fore we should reach our destination, it seemed that a good way 
to improve the time would be to strike up an acquaintanceship 
with our fellcw passengers. As they were few, it did not take 
One was a farmer's wife with two smai children.

Despite the sluggardly rate at which the train was moving 
it was almost impossible to walk down the aisle. The car rolled 
like a round bottomed boat in a sea way. If one wished to visit 
the water cooler on the front bulkhead it was necessary to lunge 
from seat to seat timing each step with the unpredictable lurch 
of the car. It was rather exciting, the more so in view of the 
fact that we momentarily expected any one of these lurches to 
roll us right off the track and into the ditch. 

Turning for the moment from our uncommunicative fellow 
travellers, we considered the scenery. И was hardly inspiring.
